Mr. Kennard is surv iv ed by his 
widow, a daughter, Mrs. \ \ . Allen, 
a nd a grandson, Kennard Allen. 
The 
only other near relativ e surv iv ing 
is a niece liv ing in New York. 
The fu n e ra l will be held at the la te 
residence Friday afternoon at four 
o ’clock by the Rev . A. W. J amieson, 
pa stor of the United 
Presby terian 
church, of which the deceased was a 
member, and burial will take place in 
E a st Hill cemetery . 
Mr. Kennard was 
born in New 
York City , J uly 7, 18 39 , and would 
ha v e been sev enty -four y ears of age 
nex t month. 
He learned the jewelry 
business in Tiffany ’s pla ce, which 
ha s become famous. He took a place 
on 
the bench at the age of fourteen 
y ea rs and gradually climbed up in 
his chosen work. 
He remained a c­ 
tiv e in the business up until the time 
he wa s taken sick. 
Mr. Kennard mov ed here thirty - 
fiv e y ears ago and entered into bus­ 
iness for himself, and ev er since has 
been identified with the best business 
interests of the city . 
He first open­ 
ed a store in the room which stood 
where A. L Aldridge’s grocery now 
is. 
Later he had a 
place in the 
front part of the room adjoining, at

Schwartz who said that Parker had 
worked for him from J une, 19 05. un­ 
til April, 19 06, when he left, sa y ing 
that he was going to seek work in the 
northwestern part of the country . 
Parker was an 
ex cellent 
farm 
hand and sav ed all the money which 
he was paid by Schwartz. This mon­

lie deposited with Herbert Ba il­ 
ey , a banker at Spicelamt, near ibe 
Schwartz farm. 
The statement made by Lucas re­

W ashington, .Tu ne 11.—For k illing 
Mary Scott Castle Charlton at Lak e 
Como, Italy , three y ears ago, Porter 
Charlton, y ou ng wife mu rderer, m u st 
be ex tradited to Italy and stand trial. 
This was the ru ling of the su p reme 
cou rt of the United States. It affirmed 
the decision of lower cou rts dismiss­ 
ing Charlton’s habeas corp u s su it. The 
decision came ju st three y ears to a 
day from the time the body of Mrs. 
Charlton was tak en from Lak e Como. 
After discu ssing the insanity p lea 
Ju stice Lu rton, who read the op inion, 
took u p the main p oint in the case, 
whether, u nder the treaty of 186 8 an 
American citizen cou ld be ex tradited 
to Italy for a crime committed there, 
p articu larly since Italy will not ex tra­ 
dite Its su bjects for crimes here. The 
refu sal to su rrender citizens for ex tra­ 
dition, the ju stice said, was of modern 
origin. 
Some q f the American trea­ 
ties p rov ided, he added, that citizens 
shall not be ex tradited, while the oth­ 
ers are silent. 
“The conclu sion is.” said Ju stice 
Lu rton, “that this gov ernment, mak ing 
ex cep tion in some treaties that it 
wou ld not ex tradite its citizens, show's 
it was fu lly aw are that there w'as no 
ex cep tion in fav or of citizens in other 
treaties where the ex cep tion was not 
made, as the treaty with Italy .” 
Charlton has been a p risoner in the 
Hu dson cou nty (N. J.) jail nearly three 
y ears while the fight for his ex tradi­ 
tion has been going on. 
Charlton’s 
father, who condu cted a gallant fight 
for his son, was a former United 
States ju dge for Porto Rico and a 
classm ate of former President Taft. •

files and bu siness record s. 
Mike Cau ley was a chronic em­ 
ploy e of Mr. Clark. 
Whenev er the 
banker had any little od d jobs he 
wanted d one, he 
alway s called on 
Mike. 
This accou nts for the u n­ 
u su al notation the appraisers fou nd 
in one of the ex pense accou nt books: 
“Mike Cau ley ,

in.’ ’’ 
Mr. Clark had a habit of making 
notation on the back of env elopes to 
d enote the contents of the letter re­ 
ceiv ed .

Charleston, W. Va., Ju ne 11.—The 
ooBimittee of the United States senate 
p ltMig ed into its work of inv estig ating 
mining conditions in W est Virg inia 
last lig ht, centering its attention on 
the sev eral martial law reg imes on 
Paint and Cabin creeks. Ev idence es­ 
tablishing the fact that military ru le 
sip p lantid civ il law and p rocedu re 
was tabci at the initial session. 
Ex - 
Con g rasrsma a Josep h H. Gaines de- 
soribid the p rocedu re of the civ il 
cou rts in the state. The testimony of 
Dewap np nr men was taken to show the 
cou rts were op en and accessible du r­ 
ing m artial law. 
Th« committee, consisting of Sena­ 
tors C. C. Swanson, William E. Borah, 
John K. Shields, William L. Keny on 
and Jam es E. Martine, arriv ed at noon. 
Before op ening p roceeding s the com 
mittee v isited Gov ernor Hatfield, who 
welcomed them to the state and p rom 
ised them ev ery aid in his p ower. The 
afternoon session was occu p ied mainlj 
with formu lating the p rocedu re in tak 
ing ev idence. The affirmativ e was des 
ig nated to the miners on the su bject! 
of p eonag e, m artial law and interfer­ 
ence with p ostal arrang em ents, while 
the op erators were allowed to take the 
affirmativ e on imp ortation of firearms, 
consp iracy in restraint of trade and 
immig ration q u estions. 
The committee decided to do its own 
inv estig ating of the cau ses of all the 
strike trou bles. The p eonag e and mar 
tial law q u estions are u nder Senator 
Borah’s charg e. 
Portions of the state 
constitu tion and statu tes bearing on 
the m ilitary situ ation were read into 
the record by the chairman. 
A formidable array of cou nsel rep ­ 
resented both sides of the controv ersy . 
Frank S. Monnett, former attorney 
g eneral of Ohio, was in charg e of the 
m iners’ side. 
The op erators p resent­ 
ed a p reliminary statem ent to the com­ 
mittee. The miners will do so later.

Fu rther p lans for the celebration of 
the oir? hu ndredth anniv ersary of p eace 
amoag Eng lish sp eaking nations in 
19 14 and 1915 were drawn u p recently 
by the American su bex eeu tiv e commit­ 
tee in session at New York city . 
Those p lans which hare to do only 
with the American committee inclu de 
the erection of a statu e of Qu een Vic­ 
toria in Washing ton, the p resentation 
of a statu e of Abraham Lincoln to tbe 
British p eop les and a historical cos­ 
tu me ball. Of cou rse tbese three thing s 
are only a p art of the tremendou s cele- 
bra tion. 
Among the p ersons who attended 
the meeting were John A. Stewart, 
chairman: Josep h II. Choate, Alton B. 
Parker, Dr. Nicholas Mu rray Bu tler, 
Charles D. Ililles, William Cu rtis Dem- 
orest, Dr. E. It. L. Gou ld, Georg e Wil­ 
liam Bu rleig h, William B. Howland, 
William Chu rch Osborn, H. S. Perris, 
B. H. W arner, Andrew B. Hu mp hrey 
and Georg e T. Wilson. 
Tbe erection of the statu e of Qu een 
Victoria will be done u nder the direc­ 
tion of a committee of women. 
The 
annou ncement of the names of that 
committee will be made later. 
The mov ement which had been u n­ 
der way to p resent a statu e of Abra­ 
ham Lincoln to the British p eop le took 
definite shap e at the meeting . 
It was 
insp ired p artly by the admiration which 
the British deleg ates ex p ressed for a 
statu e of Lincoln in Chicag o. The com­ 
mittee p lans, of cou rse, th at this statu e 
s^iall .be of heroic size and shall be 
done by one of the best artists in 
America. 
The committee v oted to g iv e the his­ 
torical costu me ball In New York city 
some time nex t winter. 
The affair 
will be u nder the au sp ices of the most 
p rominent society women in that city . 
The costu mes and incidents of the ball 
will all be arrang ed to emp hasize the 
im p ortant ev ent of 100 y ears of p eace 
among Eng lish sp eaking cou ntries. 


Idea of the Cost. 
While no official fig u res were g iv en 
as to cost of the celebration in this 
cou ntry , an idea of it was obtained 
from the annou ncement by John A. 
Stewart, chairman of the ex ecu tiv e 
committee, that the p eop le of Chicag o 
hav e decided to raise $10(4,000 for their 
p art of the celebration in that city . Of 
cou rse there will be similar celebra 
tions in Boston, Chicag o, Philadelp hia. 
W ashing ton, Detroit, Bu ffalo and other 
cities. 
FI. S. Perris, one of the Eng lish dele­ 
g ates abou t to sail for home, g av e ou t 
the following statem ent concerning his 
v isit to this cou ntry : 
“It will be a m atter of g reat satis­ 
faction to me to rep ort to my commit­ 
tee in Lop don that tbe last su bject I 
heard discu ssed by the American com­ 
mittee was the erection of a statu e of 
Qu een Victoria in Washing ton. 
“The conference in New York and 
the su bseq u ent rou nd of v isits to im­ 
p ortant American cities hav e effected 
the main object we all had in v iew— 
namely , to p lace the p roject of the 
celebration of the hu ndred y ears of 
p eace p romp tly before the masses of 
the American p u blic. 
W hatev er su s­ 
p icions and fears of the object of the 
celebration may at one time hav e ex ­ 
isted. we hav e heard scarcely a breath 
of them du ring the cou rse of ou r tou r. 
“I hav e fou nd a sp irit of confidence 
among the p rominent men of the v a­ 
riou s deleg ations th at ou r p rog ram will 
now be carried throu g h to a triu m p hant 
issu e and that the necessary su ms of 
money will be q u ickly forthcoming . 


A Monument In London. 
“Ou r British committee is p ledg ed to 
ap p roach the home g ov ernment with a 
req u est for a g rant in aid toward the 
g reat monu ment which we p rop ose to 
erect in the streets of London, and 
simu ltaneou sly the American and Ca­ 
nadian g ov ernments will be asked to 
contribu te g rants for similar monu ­ 
ments in Washing ton and Ottawa. 
In 
addition we p rop ose to p lace com­ 
memorativ e tablets at v ariou s p oints 
along the Canadian-American frontier 
and in chu rch and u niv ersity bu ilding s 
In the v ariou s cou ntries where the sto­ 
ry of a hu ndred y ears of achiev ement 
of p eacefu l p rog ress will sp eak to su c­ 
ceeding g enerations., 
“Ou r British deleg ates hav e left y ou r 
shores fu ll of satisfaction at the g reat 
su ccess of the conference and the su b­ 
seq u ent tou r and more deep ly imp ress­ 
ed than ev er with the close bonds not 
only of blood relationship , bu t of friend­ 
ly sy mp athy , born of common ideals 
and traditions, which bind ou r two 
g reat p eop les tog ether. 
“We shall make it ou r bu siness in 
Eng land to work hard the nex t twelv e 
months for a g reat celebration of what 
is u ndou btedly one of the g reatest 
Achiev ements in the history of civ iliza­ 
tion. 
I leav e New York in fu ll con 
fidence that a similar activ ity will
